Sewerage Plant Improving 
Job Awaits Board Approval 



The vllage of Antioch will "push" 
the project of enlarging the com- 
munity's sewerage disposal plant 
and extending its sewer lines, but 
is possible it will be four months 
or more before any work is started.
